There is annually more oF less excitement 
fm large communities, during the heated 
term, over the real or supposed madness of 
dogs, and not infrequently @ panic arises on 
account of some ugly bite inflicted by a sus 

ous animal, Dr. Joha Crowell tells in 
co News that, aca rule, the terrible dis- 
ease of rabies shows iteelf in man at a period 
of between forty and sizty days after the re- 
ception of thebite of an infected animal. 
The :nost prominent symptoms are connected 
with the nervous system, which consist in a | 
reflex action, especially of those nerves 
Which control the power of swallowing and | 
respiration. The recurrence of the frightful 
Gpasins at every attempt at degiutition is the | 
most awful symptom of the disease, and this 
iseo great that thesizht of any liquid, or 
even the impulse of a current of cold air, is 
eafficient to induce the y 

The term “bydrophobia” t the cause of | 
rouch needless confusion, for bydrophobia | 
(fear of water) does aot of iteelf constitute 
rabies, for this may exist without hydropho- 
bia. The hydrophobia i apparently due to 
an affection of the general nervous system, 
for the hydrophobic spasm is present before | 
the patient attempts to driak; and it may be | 

oked by a variety of causes, like a bright | 

t, or the sudden touch of some unexpect- 
ed object, or the movements of the at 
tendants, or, more especially, by the impres 
don produced by the passage of @ draught of 
atr. This last symptom is considered one of 
the most important eymptoms of true rabies, 
as itis never absent in the real disease, and 
eeldom present in aay of the other affections | 
which are accompanied by spasins of deglu- | 
tition. The whole nervous systern is ina state 
of super-excitation, and the terror from the 
fear of attack often brings on the paroxysm 
with increased vehemence, and the contor- 
tions, cries, fury and hallucinations of the 
specia! senses follow each other with fearful | 
certainty. The rewult is invariably fatal, and | 
asually occurs within three days after the ap | 
pearance of the disease. | 

According to Dr. Crowell, the general opin- | 
ion of scient@#ic men allover the world is that 
the inoculation advocated by Pasteur, the 
French savant, is not only an absolutes protec- 
tion to thepatient against the outbreak of the 
rabic distane, but that it is free from any se- 
rlous effects to the person inoculated. 


An Unfeanded and Dangerous Phrase. 

Tho American Analyst suggests that it 
would’ be an excellent thing if physicians | 
‘would invent some other name than heart | 
failaré for about all the deaths which occur | 
nowdiays.” 1¢ finds it “difficult for any ony | 
conversant with the organs of the human | 
body to understand bow any human being | 
can die without beart feilure, while the causes 
of the (ailure of the heart at death inay be 
very numerous, This might not be of neri- | 
MLS INOMent were it not for the fact that bun- 
tlreds of people are being vearly frightened 
t death by the constant use of the cause for 


' sudden deaths, and many people who are sick, 


and necessarily hive some beart symptoms, 
are kept in constant terror by reading or 
hearing iu other ways of death after death 
by heart failure. [tb would be well if) physi- 
clans who are too indolent or too ignorant to 
search out the disease lying back of the heart 
failure to consider how much harm they are 
doing the community, and if they cannot cor- 
rect the habit, newspapers and the public | 
should avoid giving currency to this un- 
founded and dangerous phrase. There are | 
probably no more deaths from heart failure 
in these times than heretofore, but a new | 
cause for death bas been coined, and the 


nervous and timid are being sevorely injured 
by it.”

Tho valuo of saccharin as an antiseptic is 
urged by a writer in Loudon Lancet, who 
claims that a strength of 1 to 500, asan addi 
Hon to mucilaginous and other solutions, pro- 
vents the formation of low organisms, and 
that! a valuable, inexpensive dentifrice may 
be prepared by simply dissolving saccharin 
In water to the proportion of 6 per cent, A 
teaspoonful of this ia half» pint of water he 
recotnmends as an admirable antiseptic mouth 
Wash, while a solution of saccharin of the 
strength of 2 per cent. is advised in’ cases of 
malignant or other disease of the stomach, 
requiring the Washing out of that organ.
